I would like to direct your at- 
‘tention to two of the most ter- 
ribly solemn passages in the Word 
of God. As a preacher of the 
Gospel, it is my solemn responsi- 
bility to warn people wherever I 
go and to cry aloud, “Turn ye, 


turn ye . . for why will ye 
die ...?” The Bible is clear and 
positive in its declaration § that 


men must turn. It is equally posi-. 
tive in saying that if men do not 
turn, they must burn. 


First of all, I would like -to call 


first verse of our text. The first 
is not particularly pleasant to con- 
sider, but it is a fact nevertheless. 
The psalmist says: 


| * “God juageth the righteous...” 


(Psa. 7:11). 


In the nature of the case this 
must be so. God is a holy, a right- 
eous, and a just God, and hence 
it is necessary for Him to judge 
even the righteous. Here we are 
told that God is engaged day by 
day in judging His own people. 
Every Christian should pay strict 
attention to the solemn implica- 
tions of these words. - Christians 
do not get-by with their sins. 
Rather, punishment is meted out 
by a God Who “judgeth the right- 
eous. ...” God does not say here 
that He is angry with the right- 
eous. He simply says He judges

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verse. Here the psalmist says, 
“., « God is angry with the 
wicked every day.” (Psa. 7:11). 


This is an ominous expression. 
God does not say that He will get 
angry with the wicked. He doesn’t 
say “If the wicked man. doesn’t 
get right with God, and so dies 
in his sins, then I'll be angry with 
him.” He doesn’t say, “I was 
angry with the wicked.” ‘But He 
puts it in the present tense, and 
He says, “God is angry with the 
wicked every day.” The Scripture 
teaches very clearly that wicked 
men live continually under the 
anger, yea, the wrath of Almighty 
God. The wicked man who is 
conscious, of his relationship ‘to 
God must realize each morning as 
he awakens from his sleep, “‘God 
is angry with me this morning.” 
Throughout the day if he gives 
any consideration to the fact, he 
must know constantly that ‘“God 
is angry with me now. He is 
angry with me today.” As he is 
about to retire for the night, he 
must certainly know, “God is 
angry with me tonight. As I go 
to sleep, I sleep under the anger 
and wrath of God.” Yes, every 
moment, every. minute, and every 


‘hour of each day the Bible says, 


“God is angry with the wicked.” 
It is only the mercy of God, the 
grace of God that keeps Him from 
pouring out. His wrath and ex- 
pressing -His anger in bringing 
total destruction upon the wicked. 
It is extremely important that we 
see that the warning in these 
verses is based upon the fact of 
God’s mercy, His grace, and His 
longsuffering. If He were not 
merciful, if He were not a God 
of grace, if He were not longsuf- 
fering,.He would have destroyed 
the wicked and there would be no 
hope, but because of His mercy, 
the psalmist and the prophet join 
their voices in a solemn warning 
to the wicked, urging them to turn 
from their wicked ways. 

“Turn ye, turn ye.. .; for why 
will ye-die ...?” They are in- 
sisting that there is free pardon 
and full forgiveness for those who 
will turn, 


I. What You Are to Turn 
From 


The pleading, solemn voices of 
the psalmist and the prophet are 
but the echoes of the voice of God, 
warning sinful men to turn from 
their sin. Those who read these 
words may well ask, “‘What am I 
to turn from?” 


1. Wickedness 


First of all, you must turn from 
your wickedness. Ungodly, sinful 
men, living under the wrath and 
anger of God, must turn from 
their awful wickedness if they are 
to escape the wrath which even 
now abideth upon them. This 
word, “wickedness,” obviously in- 
cludes all forms of sin and every- 
thing that is not pleasing in the 
sight of God. The Bible tells us 
that -“‘the heart of man is deceit- 
ful above all things, and desper- 
ately wicked, who can know it?” 
(Jer. 17:9). The sinner must turn 
from those things which are the 
result of the desperate wickedness, 
the natural-born, imbred bent to 


sin. It is apparent that this mes- 


sage is directed to those who are 
great sinners, men who are guilty 
of what we sometimes call “gross 
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sins,” including the murderer, the 
thief, the immoral person, the 


drunkard, the liar, the blasphemer, 
the atheist, the infidel, the agnos- 
tic; all of these. But in addition 
to those who are guilty of “gross 
sins,” it also includes all who are 
not right with God, though they 
consider themselves to be right- 
eous, good moral, and self-respect- 
ing people; all of those whose 
desperately wicked hearts have 
not been cleansed by the Blood of 
the Lord Jesus Christ; are in- 
cluded and warned to turn from 
their wickedness. 


Wherever we go, we are faced 
with the fact that desperate wick- 
edness is a general characteristic 
of the human race. Think of the 
murders that are being committed 
by wicked men on every hand. 


I have just finished reading this 


}morning’s newspaper in which I 


noticed that a married man 
wanted the affections of a married 
woman, and when she resisted his 
attempt to force his attentions 
upon her, he killed her and her 
three children. He hadn’t expected 
to do it, but in the moment of 
rage, impulse drove him to per- 
form this frightful act. Impulse; 
did I say? It was really some- 
thing worse than that. It was 
the actual condition of his heart. 
The desperate wickedness of his 
heart caused him to perform this 
dastardly crime. 

In reading the newspaper now- 
adays we are amazed, and we 
stand aghast at the horrible - de- 
scription of mothers deserting 
their babies, giving their babies 
away, selling them in a peculiar 
kind of black market, drowning 
them, murdering them, and even 
hacking them into little pieces. 


War Atrocities Illustrate the Des- 
perate Wickedness of the 
‘ Human Heart : 


We are all acquainted with the 
shocking mass murders deliber- 
ately perpetrated over in Ger- 
many. In a recent account which 
I read it tells of a concentration 
camp in which our soldiers wit- 
nessed thirty bodies of men who 
had been shot by guards, and forty 
more bodies piled naked in a shed 
with quick lime over them. Those 
who were too weak to move when 


the Germans had to flee the camp |. 


were shot through the jugular 
vein which is, according to Ameri- 
can medical officers, the most 
painful death there is, explaining 
the hideous, twisted and distorted 
condition of the bodies which were 
seen. 


The account goes on to say that 
the party went on to a wooden 
shed, and filed slowly past an un- 
tidy pile of yellowed corpses, and 
then on to a pit, where survivors 
said that between two thousand 
and four thousand men who died 
of starvation, torture or bullets, 
were burned and buried. The 
article continues to tell of a Nazi 
murder asylum in which 20,000 
political prisoners, Jews and slave 
laborers, are estimated to have 
been put to death. This diabolic 
murder factory was hidden in a 
German insane asylum in which 
10,000 victims were gassed and 
cremated, and another 10,000 
killed by drugs and poison, and 
buried in the graves in the ceme- 
tery near the walls of the asylum. 
We are told that literally millions 
of our fellow human beings have 
been robbed of their lives in simi- 
lar fashion. ee 

Murder, cold-blooded murder! 
It wasn’t necessary, but it was 
committed, and why? Because of.

I have been talking about mur- 
ders actually committed. .What 
shall I say about murders which 
| have not been committed? I mean 
murders that surely would have 
been committed had it not been 
for the laws of the land, and for 
the fear in hearts, created by 
those laws; fear caused by the 
realization that the consequences 
of the crime would bring death 
or dreadful punishment in _prison. 
Oh, the wickedness of the human 
heart which causes’men to “Hate, 
and causes men to d ire to mur- 
der, and in some cases, yea, in 
many. cases, causes men to commit 
the very deed, the hellish sin of 
murder! God says that you must 
turn from your wickedness, your 
wickedness of murder, 


Then there are the other forms 
of wickedness. Take, for example, 
immorality. Has there ever been 
a day when immorality*has been so 
prevalent as today? Never before 
in the history of America have we 
seen the number of divorces we 
are witnessing today. Never be- 
fore have we seen so much illicit 
love, and as many immoral asso- 
ciations as we are having on every 
hand today. Our jails, our hos- 
pitals, and our houses of correc- 
tion are overflowing with those 
who are paying the penalty for 
their immorality and loose living, 
but think of the multiplied mil- 
lions who have never been caught, 
and are yet, nevertheless, just as

guilty as those who have, men 
in high places as in low, the cul- 
tured as well as the ignorant, peo- 
ple of every class, seem to have 
given themselves over, heart, soul 
and body, to the awful wickedness 
of immorality. The most popular 
novels of our day are those that 
are so vile that they reek with 
filth and glorified immorality. Sex- 
ual perversion, illicit love, prosti- 
tution, free love, and divorce, are 
lauded and applauded in.- these 
books and millions of. gullible 
Americans swallow the filth with 
relish. The Word of God warns 
that you must turn from your 
wickedness of immorality. So, -we 
might go on and talk about the 
miserable wickedness of drunken- 
ness, which is debasing multiplied 
millions of lives, and wrecking 
homes ‘and breaking hearts, ruin- 
ing the lives of children ‘before 
they are old enough to protect 
themselves, weakening the minds 
and wrecking the bodies of men 
the world over, and turning them 
into slaves of the bottle, and mil- 
lions of worthless sots. 


Hear the Word of God when it 


says that you must turn from 


| 


your wickedness if you would es- 
cape the wrath of God. Sinners, 
you must turn from your wicked- 
ness, and that without delay, 
while the door of opportunity is 
yet ajar, 


2. Worldliness 


Worldliness, of course, is an- 
other form of wickedness, but I 


| want to give it separate considera- 


tion, because of its tremendous 
importance. One of the most 
damnable and accursed forms of 
wickedness in our day is worldli- 
ness. Men who are not murderers, 
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and not drunkards, and not openly 
immoral, men who wouldn't steal, 
and men who are not guilty of 
terrible, horrible profanity, are 
guilty, nevertheless, of the amaz- 
ing sin of worldliness. 


Many people who are mnieciae 
of churches, who have been bap- 
tized, who profess to be Chris- 
tians are guilty of this sin which 
robs. them of blessings and causes 
them. to live contrary to the will 
of God. Hear again the Word of 
the Lord in 1 Johtr-2:15: 

“Love not the world, neither the 
things that are in the world. If 
any man love the world, the love 


of the Father is not in him. 


“For all that is in the world, 
the lust of the flesh, the lust of 
the eyes, and the pride of life, 
is not of the Father, but is of the 
world” (vs. 16). 


These words were indited by the 
Spirit of God, and they tell us 
that worldliness is not of the 
Spirit nor of God. They warn us 
not to love the things of the 
world, and they condemn those 
who do by insisting that those 
who love the world have not the 
love of the Father. This is not 
the message of some fanatical 
preacher, but this is the message 
of the eternal God. Worldliness 
is not of God. It is not of the 
Father. It is sin. It is: a form 
of wickedness, and God warns that 
you must turn from your wicked- 
ness or experience the fearful 
wrath of God. Many of you who 
will read this message are guilty 
of various. forms of worldliness, 
though you would insist that you 
are not guilty of other forms of 
gross sin. Listen, though you may 
not be a murderer, or a thief, 
though you may not be a drunk- 
ard or an immoral wretch, though 
you may not be profane, yet, God 
says that there is.a form of wick- 
edness equally as evil as these 
others, to be shunned and for- 
saken even as these others, be- 
cause “if any man love the world, 
the love of the Father is not in 
him.” 

Time for Pleasure but No Time 
for God 


So it seems that it would be 
wise for many professing Chris- 


tians to examine themselves to see | 


“whether they be in. the faith,” 
and to search their hearts in the 


light. of the Word, and to “make | 


their calling and election sure...” 
I know people who profess to be 
Christians, and yet, they have such 
an overwhelming love for the 
pleasures of the world that they 
are not willing to serve the Lord. 
They would rather spend all of 
their money on the things of the 
world than give a dollar to the 
cause of Christ. They gladly give 
their time and their talents to the 
people and the things of the world, 
but they have no time and no 
talents for God and for the church. 
You ask them to come to a revival 
meeting, and they are too busy, 
yet, they have plenty of time to 
go to the dance and to the theatre, 
plenty of time to listen to popular 
radio programs, plenty of time to 
play cards and to gamble with the 
Devil’s crowd, 

Ask them to read their Bible, 
and they say that they haven't 
time, 
time to read the newspaper and 
magazines, and to fill their minds 
with the filthy content of the 
modern novel.—No time for God, 
no time for things spiritual, no 
time for the church, but plenty of 
time for the world, plenty of time 


to satisfy the lusts of the flesh, 


plenty of time to spend with the 
Devil’s crowd, and then they ex- 
pect people to believe that they 
are Christians, and that when this 
life is over and they die, they ex- 
pect to have a home in Heaven. 
How can such things be? God 
says: . “If any man love the world, 
the love of the Father is not in 
ie 

Oh, that men might iieten to 


the Word of God. Oh, that they 


might heed its warning, that they 
might realize the positive neces- 
sity of bringing their lives into 
conformity with: God’s teaching. 
It doesn’t matter what men think; 


@ 


Yet, they have plenty of. 


at 


it doesn’t matter what they desire; 
it doesn’t matter what they plan, 
if these things are not in accord- 
ance wth God’s Word, they are all 
of no avail, and though you may 
think you are saved, and though 
you may desire to be called a child 
of God and go to Heaven,’ and 
though you may plan to enter a 
prepared mansion in the skies, yet, 
even.though you are. a member of 
the church, even though you have 
been baptized, even though you do 
make profession, if you love the 


things of the world more than the 
things of God, the Bible says (not 
this preacher, but the Bible),. that 
you are not a possessor of the love 
of God. You must turn from the 
wickedness of worldliness or you 
will experience ‘the wrath of God. 


3. Criticism > 


There is another form of wick- 
edness to which I would like you 
to give consideration. It is the 
wickedness of criticism; criticism 
of those who are saved, criticism 
of preachers, criticism of spiritual 
things, criticism of God Himself. 
There are multitudes who are 
guilty of this form of wickedness, 
It seems that wherever I go to 
conduct a revival campaign, I am 
faced with those who are rebelling 
against God, and who offer some 
kind of criticism, then proceed to 
point to some backslider or some 
hypocrite, or to some thing. that 
isn’t just the way they think it 
ought to be, and give that as an 
excuse for their not having trusted 
Christ as their personal Saviour. 


My friend, I insist that you must 
turn from your criticism. I am 
sure that in many cases your criti- 
cism is just; certainly, there are 
many backsliders in any church, 
there are many folks who profess 
to be Christans, who are not. 
There are many hypocrites, and 
there are various things in the 
lives, of Christians, in churches, and 
in denominations that are not just 
exactly what they ought to be, and 
certainly, there is room for much 
improvement in every Chris- 
tian’s life, in every church; and in 
every denomination. No one will 
question this. The fact of incon- 
sistencies in the lives of Chris- 
tians, in churches, in denomina- 
tions, the fact of hypocrisy and 
backsliding on the part of the 


Christians does not excuse you for 
not being a Christian. Indeed, if 
you persist in your criticism, and 
in your rebellion against God, and 
your refusal to follow His will, 
and if you continue. to reject the 
Lord Jesus Christ as your per- 
sonal Saviour, in spite of these 
inconsistencies and these things

channels for the activities of the 
Holy Spirit. If history’ has any 
sort of a message, it is that if” 


‘times such as these, the Holy 


Spirit has~drivéh back the hosts 


of the Adversary through sweep- 


ing revivals of religion. Christian 
and secular history will abundantly 
verify this contention. Evangelism 
then becomes the weapon in the 
hands of God and of the people 
of God for a defensive as well as 
an offensive campaign against the 


_ Myrmidons of Tophet. It has been 


proved in Heaven and proved on 
earth. It is of this invincible 
weapon of Spiritual warfare that 
we want to speak in these min- 
utes. May we discuss it from the 
standpoint of its Meaning, its Mo- 
tives, its Means and its Methods. 


The Meaning of Evangelism 


The meaning of evangelism is 
written across the pages of Holy 
Writ. Its examples abound in the 
Old Testament, in the New Testa- 
ment, in Christian history, in the 
experience of each of us. The 
word Evangelism itself means the 
proclamation of good news, espe- 
cially the good news of some bat- 
tle, of some campaign, of some 
victory won. In the Christian 
sense, it means the proclamation 
of the gospel, the glad; good news 
of an incarnated, atoning, resur- 
rected, second coming Saviour who 
has conquered sin and Satan, 
death and the grave, time and 
eternity. The public preaching of 
the pastor and of the evangelist 
is evangelism. The painstaking 
explanations and illustrations of 
the Sunday School teacher are 
evangelism. The passionate plead- 


- ings of the personal workers are 


evangelism. The house to house 
witness-bearing of the warm- 


- hearted’ Christian is evangelism. 


The printed page of the orthodox, 
evangelical, fundamental press is 
evangelism. The anxious distribu- 
tion of the religious tract is evan- 
gelism. The sacrificial abandon- 
ment of the missionary, in teach- 
ing, in preaching, in healing is 
evangelism. There is therefore 
hardly any avenue of active Chris- 
tian service that cannot be in- 
cluded under the term evangelism. 
Every effort aimed at the salva- 
tion of perishing souls is recog- 
nized in this all embracing word. 
I am sorely afraid that in the mind 
of the ordinary rank and file 
Christian the term has been limited 
to mean the occasional revival] 
meeting scheduled upon occasion 
in the routine program of the 
church. Evangelism is the work, 
the foundational, the fundamental 
work of all Christians everywhere, 
at all times, 


Mass evangelism goes one step 
further. It .is the concerted at- 


tack of a church, or of churches, 
or of any given group of Christians 
against sin and Satan entrenched 
ifi a community or a city. It 
launches a church or a group of 
churches in one spear point on- 
slaught against the Serpent. It 
sends out the scores, even the hun- 
dreds, to harvest, to bring in the 
sheaves to the feet of the Master. 
This is the climax of all evangel- 
istic effort. It is the acme of 
every sort of evangelism. It is the 
most challenging work of the 
church. It furnishes the most 
effective proof of the divinity of 
our blessed religion. It serves 
most mightily to manifest -the 
presence and power of the Holy 
Spirit. It is most discomfiting 
to Satan. It puts Hell into mourn- 
ing. It teaches the angels new 
songs wherewith to glorify the Son 
of God. It revives Christians, 
strengthens churches, silences the 
bitter tongues of the gainsayers. 
In every sense of the word it is 
eminently worth-while. Without 
it, our organizations, our endeay- 
ors, our efforts, our undertakings 
are emasculated, effeminate, pink 
tea, slap on the wrist, Miss Nancy 
propositions. With it, the robust- 
ness, the heroism, the world-wide, 
all men including, vision of the 
church is brought to bear upon 
problems that fundamentally are 
the same in America, Europe, Asia, 
Africa, the islands of the sea. 


Moses specialized in mass evan- 
gelism. Elijah magnified it. Ezra 
used it for the glory of the Lord. 
Jesus was the. supreme Master of 
it. Peter exulted in it. Paul 
majored in it... Whitefield and 
Wesley saved the English speaking 
world with it.. The blessing of 
God upon it gave Charles Finney’ 
fifty thousands souls in the city 
of Rochester, New York, alone. 
Had Moody contented himself with 
a local church program, had he 
been satisfied with what so many 
of us preachers seem to consider 
sufficient today, there would have 
been no bringing of England and 
America closer to God. A galaxy 
of star bright names, even in the 
day of some of us, Billy Sunday, 
R. A. Torrey, J. Wilbur Chapman, 
Paul Rader, M. F. Ham, Sam 
Jones, Gipsy Smith, are proof 
abundant that the Holy Spirit 
honors mass evangelism as He 
does no other work in the Chris- 
tian calendar. With all my soul 
I believe that mass evangelism is 
the force that can, and; by the 
grace of God, will stop the tidal 
wave of infidelity, of immorality, 
of indifference that is deluging our 
land. At least let us try it, let us 
give it the chance that it so defi- 
nitely deserves. 


The Motives for Evangelism 


The motives for evangelism that 
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constrain us to this endeavor are 
as wide and varied as the whole 
earth, as inclusive as the needs 
of men, as lofty as the love of 
God, as deep as the pit of Hell, 


as long as eternity, as broad as 
time, There is first the Great 
Commission of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Someone has well said, 
“God had one Son, and He made 
Him’ a preacher of the gospel.” 
Jesus Christ sent out His disciples 
not as generals, not as educators, 
not as reformers, not as states- 
men, not as financiers, but as 
humble witnesses to the saving 
grace of God. They were to tell 
the story of a crucified, risen, 
resyrrected Saviour offering abun- 
dant, eternal, free salvation to all 
mankind on the simple terms of 
repentance and faith. Surely the 
Son of God knew and knows the 
basic, ultimate needs of a soul, or 
of a world of souls, better than 
we ourselves do. His Commission 
has never been abrogated or 
changed. 


The Redeemer sent the Holy 
Spirit into the world to empower 
the children of God in and for the 
task of witness bearing. He was 
to anoint them and appoint them, 
to energize them and employ them 
as fishers of men. The further 
duty of the Spirit was to convict 
a world of sin, of righteousness, 
of judgment. All this is part and 
parcel of the Divine task of evan- 
gelism. We are never more in the 
plan of God, never more in the 
purpose of, Christ, never more in 
the program of the Holy Spirit 
than when we engage in mass 
evangelism. Was not Paul anointed 
to bear the name of the Lord Jesus 
Christ “before the Gentiles, and 
kings, and the children of Israel’’? 
Does not Charles G. Finney tell 
of the spiritual experience that 
retained: him as a pleader for the 
cause of Christ? Have we not all 
read of the baptism from on high 
|that. flooded the soul of D. L. 
Moody and used him as a magnet 
to draw men to the cross? 


The church was established as 
the evangelizing agency of the 
Kingdom. The chief reason for 
the existence of the church is that 
it might be a recruiting station 
for the armies of Prince Immanuel. 


Within its walls, in its services, 


the saints were to learn the. mes- 
sage of salvation, to be inspired 
by its ordinances, its rituals, its 
songs, to go afield to batter down 


the gates of Hell, to rescue precious 


souls from the doom and damna- 
tion, the curse and condemnation 
of their sins. A church that is 
not evangelistic cannot be in the 
full sense of the word evangelical. 
A church that is not striving with 


all of its interests for the salva-. 


tion of immortal souls, no matter 
how fundamental ‘its doctrines, 
how orthodox its practices, is 
backslidden, disobedient, dishon- 
ouring and dishonored. 


There is the second motive in 
the great need all about us. It is 
true that this world materially is 
a vastly different place from what 
it was in the days of the Saviour 
and of the apostles. Government, 
science, culture, society, education, 
home life, material advantages, 
travel, communication literature, 
are all different. But, basically, in 
the matters of the soul and of the 
spirit, we are in exactly the same 
place in which Adam and Eve 
found themselves when they were 
driven out of the Garden of Eden. 
Satan is present, raging up and 
down the earth. Sin is prevalent. 
Worldliness is the curse of the 
day. Souls, souls, immortal, eter- 
nal souls by the myriads, are 
speeding on the road to everlast- 
ing destruction. The bowels. of 
our compassions must be kindled 
within us at the fearful contem- 
plation of the terrible thought 
that, after nineteen hundred years 
of Christianity, the vast majority 
of this world’s inhabitants are lost, 
lost, lost! There is no hope for 
them outside of the message that 
is intrusted to us, outside of the 
Gospel of which we are the 
stewards. J 

The third motive is that every 
other effort of the individual 


Christian, of the local church, of 
the great denominations is not 
sufficient to turn the tide, to do 


the job. Do not misunderstand 
me. Not for a single second would 
I be guilty of minimizing the won- 
derful contributions, the sacrificial, 
heroic accomplishments of the 
churches of the land, and of the 
world. Not for anything in this 
world would I belittle the work 
of the conventions, the associa- 
tions, the institutions of our vari- 
ous organized activities. Thank 
God for the Christian colleges, for 
the great seminaries, for the God 
blessed Bible Schools that dot our 
earth. Glory to God for the thou- 
sands and the hundreds of thou- 
sands of souls that are swept into 
the kingdom annually by these 
various agencies. But, they are 
not enough. There is something 
lacking. We are reaching most of 
those in our Sunday Schools, per- 
haps, those immediately connected 
with the families in our churches, 
some few, some very few outside 
of this ring, while the unchurched 
multitudes never darken the doors 
of our sanctuaries. 


The fourth motive is that God 
has signally honored mass evangel- 
ism in the past. Would you con- 
tend that this world would have 
been better off. had John- Wesley 
remained the rector of some local 
church? Would you quarrel with 
George Whitefield for turning his 
back on his church of England 
ordination; position; perhaps later, 
preferment, to give himself to the 
itinerary of an evangelist in Eng- 
land and in the colonies? Would 
you have had D. L. Moody remain 
with his Illinois Street Church in 
Chicago, leaving the world alone? 
Can you conceive of the bitter sin 
Billy Sunday would have commit- 
ted had he been contented to have 
lived out his life in a local charge? 
Should R. A. Torrey have stayed 
with the Moody Church and the 
Moody Bible Institute and turned 
his back on the call of God to 
circle. the globe? Think these 
men and their lives and labors 
through carefully, prayerfully. 
Will you not agree with me in the 
definite statement that their mass 
evangelism ministries added some- 
thing to the work of Christians 
and churches everywhere God used 
them, that brought untold bless- 
ings and victories which otherwise 
might not have been achieved? 
Tell me, then,-do not these dread- 
ful times in which we live, do not 
these unchurched, unheeding, un- 
heeded multitudes call for another 
mass evangelistic venture? 


We Have The Means For 
Mass Evangelism 


The means to be used in mass 
evangelism are in our. hands, 
within our reach. There is, first 
of all, the Bible, the blessed, eter- 
nal, inerrant Word of God, the 
power of God, the revelation of 
God, the Bread and the Water of 
life. It has never lost its attrac- 
tion. Its promises are still yea 


ing for it, some consciously, some 


the burning warnings, 


and amen in the Lord Jesus Christ. | 
Men are still hungering and thirst- | 


unconsciously. It is still the best 
seller in the ocean flood of every 
sort of literature that is pouring 
from the presses of a reading 
world. It still works its miracles 
of transforming grace in the hearts 
and lives of its devotees. It is 
still the pillar of cloud by day and 
the pillar of fire by night. It is 


still the Sword of the Spirit. We 
have the same Bible that Jesus 
and the apostles used, with the 
holy New Testament added to it. 
We have the same pages that 
opened the will of God to seekers 
after truth. We still have the same 
blazing words that thundered from 
the lips of-a Savonarola, of a 
John Huss, of a Martin Luther, 
exhorta- 
tions, appeals, that changed the 
course of émpires. The Bible is 
preeminently the Book of and for 
mass evangelism. . . 


There is, second, the Church. 
Bear with me, forgive me if I 
seem.in the very slightest to be 
criticising. That is not my pur- 
pose, nor my intention. Beloved, 
no great revival has ever started 
in the church. Jesus and the dis- 
ciples were pushed out of the Jew- 
ish church: Luther and his group 
were forced out of the Catholic 
church. Wesley, Whitefield, their 
coadjutors, were pressed out of the 
Church of England. William Booth 
seemed to be too enthusiastic for 
the branch of the Methodist 
church to which he belonged. D. 
L. Moody was compelled to or- 
ganize a group of his own. Billy 
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Sunday’s greatest campaigns were 
held in halls, in tabernacles, in 
tents, in all sorts of outer places. 
It should not be that way. With 
all of my soul, I am praying that 
our churches, the churches of to- 
day might be different. One of 
the chief purposes of this humble 
article is to plead with the 
churches to open their doors to 
mass evangelism, to plead with the 
churches to forget their differ- 


ences, to unite in this one grand 
undertaking, the carrying out of 
the Great Commission, in a great 
way. This is the time for it. 
There never has been a riper, 
more opportune moment. We are 
all of one mind in the matter of 
our believing that the greatest 
need of America and of the world 
today is a revival of religion. Let 
us then discard our prejudices and 
unite our forces that the Holy 
Spirit of God may have a real 
weapon of warfare in His mighty 
hands. The world is waiting to 
see what the Lord can and will 
do in this. our day with a church 
that is wholly surrendered to 
the matter of evangelism, with a 
group of churches banded together 
in the sacred bonds of compas- 
sion, aiming towards the one pur- 
pose of evangelizing. 
There is third, the newspaper, 
the religious periodical, the secular 
magazine, the radio. The press 
seems to be as a whole closed to 
the religious, to: the. spiritual, un- 
less it spreads the yellow news of 
some preacher’s defalcations, of 
some  preacher’s.. immoralities, 
across its front pages. It is al- 
most unknown that a secular maga- 


zine should -feature aught of’ the 


things that concern Christianity: 
Even the;great,-majority of our 


religious periodicals are taken up 


with the activities of the various 
churches, with the appeals for 
missionary or church contribu- 
tions. It is not usual to find a 
sermon directed to the unsaved. 
The radio is being monopolized by 
the commercial, the educational, 
the political, the recreational, the 
social gospel, and otherwise. Any 
man now on the radio, especially 
on the chains, will tell you how 
much more difficult it is getting 
to obtain time for real, New Testa- 
ment, soul-winning-appeal. It 
would be different in mass evan- 
gelism. The weight of the groups 
of churches organized. into on 
voice would make the lords of the 
air, stop and consider. Newspaper 
space was easily obtained in Phil- 
adelphia, in 1942, when thousands 
of people, representing hundreds 
of churches, wrote in, phoned in, 
visited editorial rooms and asked 


that, should the Holy Spirit, in 
answer to prayer, honor the plans 
of God's people and really interest 
and win the multitudes, the news- 
papérs, the magazines, the radios 
would be constrained to take note 
of these mass movements effecting 
entire communities, cities, states, 
even nations. I speak from some 
experience. 


The Methods To Be Pursued 
In Mass Evangelism 


The methods to be pursued in 
mass evangelism are as old as the 
preaching of the gospel. They 
have not been changed. They can- 
not be changed. They must not 
be changed. The need is the same. 
Souls without Christ are still in 
their sins, on the road to an ever- 
lasting Hell. The gospel is the 
same. It is still contained in the 
facts that Jesus Christ, the virgin 
born Son of God, died for our sins, 
that He was buried, that He rose 
again the third day. The condi- 
tions are still the same, repentance 
towards God and faith in the Lord 
Jesus Christ. These features can- 
not be modified. They stand on 
the unshakeable foundation of 
God’s inerrant revelation. Per- 
haps we need a restatement of 
these -facts in modern, twentieth 
century terminology, but, outside 
of that, we dare not trifle with 
them for our souls’ and the. souls’ 
of multitudes of others. With the 
gospel in our hearts, with the as- 
surance of salvation in our souls, 
with the message of the cross on 
our lips, we must carry on and out 
the Great Commission that has 
been ‘passed. on to us, The methods 
that the~Lord Jesus Christ used; 
the methods that were so success- 
ful in the lives.of the apostles; 
the methods that have made their 
mighty, impact: throughout the 
ages, must be our methods also. 

First;*' we’ must: AGONIZE. in 
ceaseless prayer. We must tarry 
before God in endless supplication. 
It is as true today as it ever was 
that, no. prayer, no power; little 
prayer, little power; much prayer, 
much power. Jesus taught us the 
lesson, the value, the importance 
of prayer. The disciples illustrated 
it for us. Whatever else might 
have been the case with the giants 
of Christianity, prayer marked 
every one of them. Whatever 
their similarities, whatever their 
differences, on this one thing they 


4 | all agreed, that prayer moved God, 


that. in answer to prayer, God 
moved the world, Ae, 


We must agonize for ourselves, 
that our own sins be forgiven, 
that our own lives be on the altar, 
that our own souls be charged 
with the Holy Spirit, that our own 
minds be throbbing with the Word 


for recognition. On top of all of 


“And God Remembered . . .” 
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some great crisis or time of spirit- 
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of God, that we ourselves be in- 
struments of righteousness in the 
hands of the Master Mechanic. 
We must pray for each other. In- 
stead of bickering, scolding, criti- 
cising, fault finding, we must pray 
for each other. Instead of mini- 
mizing each other’s virtues and 
maximizing each other’s faults, we 
must pray for each other’s faults 
and praise each other’s virtues. 
Instead of using microscopes to 
find out .differences between us, 
we must diligently search out the 
great verities on which we agree 
and abide by them in brotherly 
love. Instead of spending our time 


belaboring each other, while the 


devil, in high glee, divides to rule, 
we must unite on the fundamen- 
tals, and as one drmy, of one pur- 
pose, with one aim, attack the 
strongholds of Tophet. 


We must pray for the un- 
churched and the unsaved multi- 
tudes. Brethren, we all believe 
that God answers prayer. We all 
believe in the promises of the old 
Book. We believe that prayer 
changes things. The promise still 
is: “If any man see his brother 
sin a sin which is not unto death, 
he shall ask, and He shall give him 
life for them.~that sins not unto 
death .. .” It is utterly, physi- 
cally, in the matter of time, impos- 
sible for us to visit, to see, to in- 
vite to our services, to witness to 
every person who needs a word 
for Christ. It is just beyond one 
lifetime. I beseech you therefore 
let us pray so hard, so long, so 
often, so ceaselessly, that no man, 
no woman, no child, no soul, any- 
where in America, in all the world, 
can say and tell the truth, “No 
man cared for my soul.” Yes, we 
must agonize, - 


- Second, we must ORGANIZE. 
This is a day of organization. Every 
line of human endeavor is organ- 
ized, most of them highly organ- 
ized. The children of this world 
know well the power in organized 
masses. The wets beat the drys 
because of their superior organi- 
zation. The ufiions have been 
able to wrest rights and privileges 
from the hands of capital because 
of their tight organizations. The 
Nazi Panzer divisions overran 
Europe because of their advantage- 
ous organizations. .The Federal 
Council of Churches is seemingly 
winning the day because of organi- 
zation. We must learn these les- 
sons. “In union there is strength,” 
1s a platitude only too well known 
to.each of us. Let us apply it to 
evangelism. 


Let us organize every activity 
of our local churches, the Sunday 
School, the young people’s groups, 
the women’s work, the Brother- 
hood, the finances, the preaching 
services into the one spearhead 
of.soul winning. There is no other 
program that will so vitalize the 
church. Win souls and your audi- 
torium will be filled. Win souls 


jand your finances will increase. 


Win souls and your prayer meet- 
ings will be well attended. Win 
souls and your Sunday School will 
grow. Win souls and your church 
members will forget sin and world- 
liness in this passionate, breath- 


lessly exciting, enthusiastic, every 
faculty-enlisting task. Win souls 


and the pulpit will flame with zeal 
for Christ and for the souls of 
men. Win souls and the sermons 
will geome red-hot from the throne 
of God. Win souls and the com- 
munity, the city, the country will 
be constrained to turn aside to see 
this wondrous sight of a burning 
church aflame for the Lord, yet 
unconsumed, : 


Let us organize our evangelical 
churches in group, a local. com- 
munity, or an entire city, attacks 
at this Divine task. We may not 
all agree on the form of baptism. 
We may not all agree on the pro- 
cedure in the holy Lord’s Supper. 
We may not all agree on the minu- 
tiae of ecclesiology. We may not 
all agree on every detail concern- 
ing the second coming of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. We may not all 
agree on everything concerning the 
manner of the work of the Holy 
Spirit. We may not all agree on 
denominational] affiliation and con- 
nections. For as long as this world 
stands, until the Lord Jesus Christ 
appears, until we shall know even 
as we are known, there are bound 
to be differences of interpretation. 
But on this. one thing we can 
agree. Lost men need Christ. 
Christians need consecration. These 
two things are the very heart of 
mass evangelism. If we really 
love the Lord Jesus Christ; if we 
really believe the Bible; if our 
hearts are really moved for the 
souls of men, nothing, absolutely 
nothing, stands between us in the 
matter of organizing into massed 
onslaughts on Satan, into massed 
harvesting of souls. 


Third we must EVANGELIZE. 
I believe I have said enough about 
it. Permit me to press it a little 
more into your consecrated hearts. 
We must evangelize personally, in 
the undertaking of: personal soul 
winning. Whatever our churches 
may do, we must do personal work 
upon all occasions. Whatever pro- 
gram our denomination may pur- 
sue, we must continually and con- 
tinuously give ourselves to. the 
task of fishing for men with hook 
and line. Whether churches get 
together in gigantic ventures, we 
ourselves cannot, dare not, must 
not, use anything as an excuse to 
keep us from going after the lost. 


We must evangelize in the local 
churches. Nothing that I have 
suggested in this appeal should be 
considered as taking the place of 
the local, one-church revivals. 
Look about you. Study Christian 
statistics. Consider the churches 
over all the land, regardless of 
connection or affiliation. It is a 
burning, irrefutable fact that the 
glowing, growing churches are the 
going churches who believe in and 
practice evangelism. The great 
majority of them major on annual, 
or even more often, revivals. God’s 
blessing is upon them. The 
churches which are losing their 
crowds, growing cold and power- 
less, regardless of their oft re- 
peated excuses and alibis, have 
started on their downward patn 
because they have relegated re- 
vival campaigns into the experi- 
ences of the past. Try it, breth- 


we wait? 


ren! Give God this chance. It 
will work because it has worked. 
If your church is slipping, call 
upon God and give yourself into 
the hands of God for an evangel- 
istic campaign. See your people 
come back. See the prayers begin 
to rise in holy incense to God.. See 
the crowds come flocking to your 
churches. Hear the shout of new- 
born souls. See the cobwebs of 
dullness and unconcern brushed 
out of the way. Watch the blessed 
Holy Spirit come in and take 
charge. . 


We must evangelize in’ the 
massed group campaigns. It is not 


in the slightest bias when I say 
that America, that the world, that 
God and men are waiting to see 
banded Christian groups challenge 
Satan to the death. There is ab- 
solutely no ulterior motive in my 
heart when I plead with you to 
undertake the heroic, the unusual, 
the extraordinary. The world will 
not be touched by small attempts. 
This is the day of great adven- 
tures. The masses are used to the 
gigantic, to the superlative, They 
are thinking of the millions, even 
of the billions. The individual can 
go just so far, and it is not a very 
long distance in view of the ter- 
rain to be covered. The one local 
church can go quite a bit further, 
but it will not, because it has not 
made much of an impact upon the 
myriads. With all my soul, I be- 
lieve that the engaging of large 
numbers of churches in commu- 
nity-wide or city-wide enterprises, 
will startle, stir, and by God’s 
grace, save the milling crowds who 
now are so utterly, so hopelessly 
untouched and unmoved, There is 
nothing to be lost in such a pro- 
gram. Watch out for, pray out, 
by the Spirit’s wisdom, kill out, 
such objectionable features as 
money pulls; as high pressure 
methods in preaching, in the. ap- 
peals, in the invitations.. What can 
there be wrong with suchan unh- 


selfish essay, when the sole pur- . 


pose is to crown the Lord Jesus 
Christ Lord of all in the’hearts of 
many? ‘These meetings will pay 
for themselves in every Way. ‘They 
can do no harm. They will do 
incalculable good. BAe 

Brethren, how long more. shall

With my face in the dust before 
God; with my heart burning out 
in a pleading appeal to the hosts 
of the cross, I beseech you, breth- 
ren, let us call America, the Chris- 
tians of it, the churches of it, to 
a holy crusade. Let ‘us agonize. 
Let us Organize. Let us Evangel- 
ize. With some such intense and 
intensive program, as suggested in 
this humble message, let us mar- 
shall our forces, and as an army 
with conquering banners, let us go 
out to war and to win. God grant 
it. For Jesus’ sake. Amen.

will experience the wrath of God 


upon yourself and you will be lost 
You must turn from) 


forever. 
your criticism, 

You may be able to criticize 
preachers, evangelists and Bible 
teachers, and also Christian lead- 
ers; you may be able to criticize 
your Christian friends and loved 
ones; you may be able .to criticize 
churches and denonminations, but 
my friend, you can never criticize, 
honestly criticize, the Lord Jesus 
Christ. You can never criticize 
the Holy Spirit of God. You can 
never criticize God, the Father, 
and you tan never honestly and 
intelligently and with a sane mind, 
criticize the Word oi God. Forget 
what others are doing or are not 
doing, put aside all of your criti- 
cism and come to God, for criti- 
cism is standing in your way, and 
unless you turn from it, it will 
dawn your soul. Oh, you must 
turn from the foolish wickedness 
of criticism. - 

4. Unbelief 


Although wickedness in all of its 
various forms will keep men away 
from God, and will cause men to 
continue to rebel against His plan 
for their salvation, yet, the great- 
est form of wickedness is the 


wickedness’ of unbelief, and-~it is, 


this form of wickedness which 
actually damns men’s souls. The 
other forms that we have been 
mentioning all contribute to man’s 
downfall, but the wickedness of 
unbelief is that for which he is 
condemned, and which causes the 
wrath of God to abide upon him, 
according to God’s Word. So, it 
is of extreme importance that we 
emphasize that you must turn 
from your unbelief if you are to 
be spared the wrath of God, and 
if you are to be freed from con- 
demnation. One can turn from 
the various kinds of wickedness I 
have been mentioning: the wicked- 
ness of murder, of drunkeness, im- 
morality, of thievery, the wicked- 


ness of Worldliness, the wicked- 
ness of criticism, but until he 
turns from the wickedness of un- 
belief, he will never, never be 
saved, and: he can never receive 
the blessings of a holy God in 
his life. 


The Word of God makes it crys- 


tal clear that there is only one 
Way whereby any man can be 
saved, and that is by placing faith 
in the Lord Jesus Christ, God’s 
Son. In John 3:18 God says: 


*‘He that believeth on him is not 
condemned: but he that believeth 
not is condemned already, because 
he hath not believed in the name 
of the only begotten Son of God.” 

It is believing on “the only be- 

gotten Son of God” which brings 
man to the place where he is not 
condemned. In John 3:36, God 
says: 
. “He that believeth on the Son 
hath everlasting life: and he that 
believeth not the Son shall not see 
life; but the wrath of God abideth 
on him.” 


Unless you believe, you are lost. 
What a tragic sin is this sin of 
unbelief! It is the greatest sin; 
the most prevalent, the most auda- 
cious, the most continuous product 
of the wickedness of the human 
heart. Yes, God insists that you 
must turn from your wickedness 
in all- of its various forms, but 
especiallv, primarilv. and abhove 
everything else, you must turn 
from your horrible sin, :your dread- 
ful wickedness of unbelief. 


5. Procrastination 


In addition to wickedness, world- 
liness, criticism, and unbelief, you 
must turn from procrastination. 
How many there are who want to 
turn from their wickedness in its 
various forms, who are willing to 
turn from their worldliness, and 
their criticism, and unbelief, but 
they are putting it off. They are 
waiting for some other day, some 
more’ opportune time. They are 
saying, “Some more convenient 
day, on Thee, I'll call.” They are 


boasting about tomorrow in spite 


of the fact, that someone has said: 
“The pathway to Hell is paved 
with good intentions,” and the 
Word of God says: 

“Boast not thyself of tomorrow; 
for thou knowest not what a day 
may bring forth” (Prov. 27:1). 

Perhaps, many will read this 
sermon, and as they read, they 
will be convicted in their hearts, 
and the Spirit of God will call 
them to repentance, and will urge 
them to place faith in the Lord 


Jesus Christ, but instead of say- 
ing, “Yes,” immediately, and get- 
ting down on their knees and set- 
tling this business without further 
delay, they will say, “Some other 
time. I'll think it over longer. I 
will give it further consideration.” 


Oh, my friend, you must know 
that it is procrastination that has 
caused the solemn doom of multi- 
plied millions of souls, people who 
had planned to go to Heaven, _peo- 
ple who wanted to be with God, 
people who wanted to die with 
their hearts right with God, Peo- 
ple who. never intended to go to 
Hell, are there and have died the 
second death, and will spend eter- 
nity separated from God, their 
loved ones, and everything good, 
decent, and righteous, because they 
have put off trusting the Lord 
Jesus Christ as their Saviour. 


Aaron Burr once attended a re- 
vival meeting. He heard the Word 
of God as it was passionately pro- 
claimed. He felt impressed to 
yield to the Lord Jesus, and was 
about to do so when he decided 
in his heart, “first, of all, I'll talk 
it over with the president of 
Princeton University,” and thus 
he: made up his mind. So, when 
the invtation was concluded and 
the meeting had ended, he walked 
away from the revival meeting 
without having given his heart to 
Christ. 


A little later he visited the presi- 
dent of Princeton University, and 
told him- of his experience and of 
his feeling, and asked for his ad- 
vice. The president said: 


“IT advise that you wait, and 
that you take time to make your 
decision. Wait until the revival 
is over, and the enthusiasm and 
emotionalism has died down, and 
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then after you have carefully con- 
sidered all angles, make your deci- 
sion.” 

So Aaron Burr accepted the ad- 
vice of the president. He waited 
until the revival meeting was over, 
until the enthusiasm had ceased, 
and the emotionalism had died 
away, but by that time he was 
not longer interested in the things 
of the Lord, and no longer de- 
sirous of even giving the matter 
consideration, and so Aaron Burr 
died an unbeliever, and he is in 
Hell today because he procrasti- 
nated, because he waited, because 
he “put it off,” and then it was 
too late. How many there are like 


Aaron Burr! Oh, I urge you from 
the depths of my soul, I urge you 
to yield your heart to Jesus now 
without delay. Don’t wait an- 
other moment.. Don’t put it off 
another instant! While you still 
have time, while you still have 
breath, while there is still life, 
while the door of opportunity is 
still open, while Christ still speaks, 
bow .before God and let Jesus 
come into your heart. Oh, turn 
from your wickedness, turn from 
your worldliness, turn from your 
criticism, turn from your unbelief, 
turn from your procrastination, 
and come to Him now. May God 
help you to-see the necessity of 
it! May God help you to put 
other things aside, may God en- 
able you not to permit anything 
else to interfere, and may He help 
you to turn now, for He has said: 


“Turn ye, turn ye from. your 


wickedness; for while will ye 
Gi secret 
11. The Only Alternative 


The subject of my message is: 
“TURN OR BURN.” Unless you 
turn, it means you must burn! My 
texts are clear, even a child can 
understand them. There is no 
other alternative. It is not “Turn, 
if. you like to,” or “Turn, if you 
want to,” or “Turn, if you feel 
like it.” but jit is, “Turnt” Ard 
if you don’t turn, “It is burn!” 
Listen in Psa. 7:12 where God 
says: 

“Tf ye turn not, he will whet 
his sword; he has bent his bow 
and made it ready, 


“He has also prepared for him 
the instruments of death; .. .” 
(vs. 13). 


Take heed to these threatening, 
solemn words. If the wicked re- 
fuse to turn, then he is reminded 
that God will “whet his sword; 
. .. that he will make “it ready” 
to bring destruction down upon 
his head. He gives a further 
illustration: “. . . he hath bent 
his bow, and made it ready.” The 
bow has already been drawn. The 
arrow is in its place, and is ready 
to be let fly to pierce the heart, 
and bring death, horrible, eternal 
death, as the punishment of the 
wicked who will not turn to God. 


“He hath also prepared for him 
the instruments of death; .. .” 
It may not be a sword. It may 
not be a bow and arrow. God 
only. knows what instrument will 
be used to bring man to his death 


and to his doom, but God is pre- 
pared, and He says that if the 
wicked turn not, he will be pun- 
ished, and brought to his doom. 
Listen to the words of Ezekiel 
3:19: 


“Yet, if thou warn the wicked 


and he turn not from his wicked- 
ness, nor from his wicked way, 
he shall die in his iniquity; .. .” 
“.. . he shall die in his iniquity!” 
Think of the meaning of these 
words! If the wicked be warned 
to turn from his wickedness, and 
he turn not, God says without 
any hesitancy, and with absolute 
finality, he will die in his iniquity. 
In Psa. 97:3, God says: “A fire 
goeth before him, and he burneth 
up his enemies round about.” 


This is the kind of destruction 
which shall come upon those who 
refuse to turn from their iniquity. 
In the first verse of the last chap- 
ter of the Old Testament, Malachi 
4:1, the Word of the Lord.de- 
clares: 


“For, behold, the day cometh, 
that shall burn as.an oven; and 
all the proud, yea, and all that 
@&o wickedly, shall be stubble: and 
the day that cometh shall burn 
them up, saith the Lord of hosts, 
that it shall leave them neither 
root nor branch.” 


In Psa. 9:17, God says: “The 
wicked shall be turned into hell, 
and all the nations that forget 
God.” 


These are searching passages, 
but they are only répresentative 
of hundreds of similar passages 
which record the teaching of the 
Word of God concerning God’s at- 
titude toward the wicked who per- 
sist in their wickedness, and who 
will not turn from their sin, and 
their rebellion to the Lord. There 
is only one alternative: if you will 
not turn, you must burn! 

No preacher enjoys giving this 
kind of a message, and because 
it is not an easy message to give, 
many preachers have shunned 
that which is their plain:.duty 
toward God. I do not take delight 
in presenting these tremendous 
facts, but I certainly do not have 
any apologies to make for so 
doing, because this is the Word of 
the eternal God, and His Word is 
eternally ‘settled in the heavens. 
God insists that unless the wicked 


turn from their wickedness, un- 


less they come to Him in repent- 
ance, they will die in their sins, 
and in their iniquity, and they will 
burn in Hell. The death of the 
wicked means Hell: not annihila- 
tion, not purgatory, not another 
chance, but Hell! Not a figura- 
tive Hell, not an imaginative Hell, 
but a literal Hell in which ‘literal 
flames of fire burn, torment and 
torture those who have been so 
persistent in their wickedness as 
to refuse to turn from it, and thus, 
escape from the wrath of God. 
Yes, it is “turn, or burn!” 

‘ No doubt, there are many who, 
having read the message thus far, 
will agree with practically every- 
thing I have said. You will say: 
“Yes, I must turn from my wick- 
cdness, from my worldliness, from 


my criticism, from my unbelief, 


and from my procrastination, and 
if I don’t turn, it means I will 
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burn.” But now then you ask:' 
“To what or to Whom must I 
turn? 


Il, To Whom You Shall 
Turn 


It is not a question of to what. 
you shall turn, but rather, to 
Whom you shall turn. Turning to 
a thing will not help. You must 
turn to a person. You must turn 
to the right person, and to the 
only person Who can help you. 


That Person is Jesus Christ, the 
Son of God. Some people have 
felt the necessity of turning from 
their wickedness, and from their 
worldliness, and from their criti- 
cism, and so they have turned 
to a church, or to a denomination, 
or to a creed, or to an ordinance. 
Many people have been baptized; 
many have partaken of the Lord’s 
Supper; many have been con- 
firmed; many have united with 
churches, some Baptist, some 
Methodist, . some . Presbyterian, 
some Catholic, some Episcopalian, 
and some Lutheran, and so on; 
hoping and expecting that by turn- 
ing to these things they would 


‘escape the wrath of God. But you 


see, the Bible doesn’t say that you 
are to turn to a church, or to an 
ordinance, or to a creed, but it 
says that you must turn to the 
living God! The complaint of the 
Saviour was: 


“.. ye will not come to Me, 
that ye might have life’ (John 
5:40). i 

There is only one source of life, 
and that is the Lord Jesus Christ. 
Yet, men will not come to Him. 
They will turn from their wicked- 
ness, and they will turn to ordi- 
nances, to churches, and to creeds, 
to ideas, and even to other men, 
but they will not turn to the Lord 
Jesus Christ. Jesus found men in 
His day, many of them, hundreds 
of thousands of them, who were 
willing to turn from their wicked- 
ness, but they were not willing 
to turn to Him. How imperative 
is the need, to instruct people the 
world: over, that it is not turning 
to a church, but that it is turning 
‘to thé Saviour, which brings free- 
dom from condemnation, ‘and 
which gives eternal life. You 
must turn to Jesus Chfist; the 
Son of God, if you are to be saved. 
It is-faith in Him that justifies. 
Oh, my friend, though you may 
be a member of a church, though 
you may have turned from your 
wickedness, and though you may 
have been baptized, though you 
may have been confirmed, though 
you may have accepted some 


creed, none of these things will 
avail if you have not turned from 
them to the Lord Jesus Christ. 


If the church is taking the place 


of Christ, or the ordinance is 
taking the place of Christ, you can 
see how hopeless and how helpless 
is your case, untib you turn to 


Him, Nowhere in the Bible are 
you promised life, or freedom 
from condemnation by doing these 
other things, or turning to these 
other things, but the Bible is lit- 
erally filled with promises which 
insist that turning to the Lord 
Jesus Christ in faith is the only 
way to receive life, joy, peace, 
happiness, and salvation full ; 
free. You must turn to the ord 
Jesus Christ. * 

There are millions of people in 
America, yes, the world over, who 
recognize the fact that they are 
sinners, and periodically, feeling 
the guilt of their sin, go to a 
priest and expect him, as the rep- 
resentative of the church, and on 
the authority of that church, to 
forgive them for their sin. . He 
hears their confession, and then 
prescribes a certain form of pen- 
ance, and they then leave the con- 
fessional with, the understanding 
that if they follow his instructions, 
the sins of the past are taken care 
of, and so they begin the. whole 
process over again. I suppose one 
of the greatest illustrations of this 
foolish precedure was given re- 
cently when the priest who was 
eulogizing Pendergast, formerly 
the head of the corrupt political 
machine in Kansas City, at his 
funeral stated before the crowd 
that Pendergast had ‘attended the 
Catholic Church every morning at 
7:30 for over thirty years. I am 
sure he was led to believe during 
that time that by turning to the 
church, he could get by with his 
sin, but oh my friend, such a dia- 
bolic doctrine is’ nowhere present- 
ed in the Word of God. God de- 
clares that we must turn directly 
to the Lord Jesus Christ, God’s 
Son, and unless we come to Him, 
Wwe cannot have life. Oh, the poor, 
tragically deluded multitudes who 
are turning to things, and to other 
men, when they should be turning 
to Christ! . : 


“Let the “wicked forsake his 
way, and the unrighteous man his 
thoughts: and let him return unto 
the Lord, and he will have mercy 
upon him; and to our God, for he 
will abundantly pardon” (Isa. 
90:7), 


There is no‘other man, there is 
no church, and there is no ordi- 
nance, there is nothing else in 
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Heaven nor upon earth that can 
give deliverance. One must. turn 
to Jesus or be forever lost. Turn, 
turn to Christ, or burn! 

IV. How to Turn 

You must admit the fact of your 
wickedness. Do not seek to deny 
it! Don’t try to evade the issue, 
but admit, without further delay, 
the fact of your wickedness, the 
fact that you are a sinner before 
God, the fact that you are ungod- 
ly, and hence, unjust, and un- 
righteous, and that you are in 
need of a Saviour! This is tre- 
mendously important. Unless you 
come to this place, unless you ac- 
tually. admit your sinful state 
before God, unless you confess 
your wickedness, there is no hope. 
This is the first step, and it must 
be taken by one and all. It mat- 
ters not what kina of wickedness 
you have pursued; whether you 
have been guilty of gross, horrible 
crimes, or whether you are a relf- 
respecting church member who 
has never placed faith in the Son 
of God. God says that “all have 
sinned ...” So, you must come 
as a sinner, confessing your sins 
and your ungodliness, before God 
can save you, before He can de- 
liver you from His wrath, before 
He can give you the gift of eternal 
life. 

When you have confessed your 
sins to the Lord, then you must 
take Jes. ; Christ to be your per- 
sonal Saviour.

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IS THE USE OF DOCTORS AND 
MEDICINES WRONG FOR A 
CHRISTIAN ? 


By the Editor 


The Bible never condemns doc- 
tors and medicine. Luke, who 
wrote .the gospel according to 
Luke and the book of Acts, is 
called by Paul, “Luke, the be- 
loved physician.” And that was 
by divine inspiration too. Jesus 
Himself said, ‘“‘They that be whole 
need not a physician, but they that 
are sick.” (Matt. 9:12). The same 
thing is repeated in different words 
in Mark 2:17 and Luke 5:31. Jesus 
said that they that are sick need 
a physician, a doctor. 

Likewise the Bible never for- 
bids medicine. In I Timothy 5:23 
Paul, writing by inspiration from 
God, commanded Timothy, “Use 
a little wine for thy stomach’s 
sake.” Grape juice in the Bible 
is called wine, and it seems cer- 
tain that it was simply grape juice 
Timothy was commanded to use 
for his stomach. Doctors today 
know that fruit juice is good med- 
icine, Certainly it was meant as 
a medicine here. 


Isaiah, chapter 38, tells how 
Hezekiah was healed in answer to 
prayer. But God intended that 
medicine should be used to cure 
his boils. Isaiah 38:21 says, ‘For 
Isaiah had said, Let them take 
a lump of figs, and lay it for a 
plaister upon the boil, and he shall 
recover.” It was not wrong to use 
a plaister to cure a boil. It is not 
wrong to take fruit juices for a 
weak stomach. If God made the 
things we use as medicine, and He 
made them for good. 


Of course God does not want 
us to depend on men themselves 
without God. It would be a sin, 
for example, for us to expect some 
man to save our loved ones. But 
is certainly all right for us to pray 
to the Lord and trust Him to use 
some preacher to preach the gos- 
pel to our loved ones, or some 
Christian to show them how to be 
saved. And in the same way it is 
perfectly proper to ask God to 
guide us about treatment for dis- 
ease, ask God to bless the physi- 
cians and the medicines used. God 
can heal without doctors and med- 
icines and sometimes He does it 


that way. But the healing is from 
God just as much when it is done 
with doctors and medicine, as 
when it is done without. So I 
advise you to pray, and then con- 
tinue to follow the counsel of good 
reliable doctors, except whenever 
the Holy Spirit clearly shows you 
He wants to use some other doc- 
tor, or He wants to heal you with- 
out a doctor. God's usual plan is 
to use human means, that is, doc- 
tors and medicine.
